Court of the United States, in the case 
of Clinton vs. Englebrecht, decided 
that the U. S. Marshal of that Terri- 
_ tory, could not lawfully summon ju- 


rors for the District Court, and those 


courts held that the Territorial Mar- 
_ -@hal illegally performed that duty, be- 

cause he is elected by the legislative 
Assembly, and not appointed as pro- 
vided for in the act organizing the 
“Territory. All proceedings at law are 
practical y abolished by these decis- 
jons, and there have been but few or 
no jury trials in the District Courts of 


that Territory since the last session of 


Congress. Property is left without pro- 


unpunished. 


To prevent anarchy 
there, it is absolutely necessary that 
Congress should provide the courts 
with some mode of obtaining jurors, 
and I recommend legislation to that 
end, and also that the Probate Courts 
of the Territory, which now assume to 
issue writs of injunction and habeas 
corpus, and to.try criminal cases and 
questions as to land titles, be denied 
all jurisdiction not possessed ordinarily 
by courts of that description.” |

We doubt whether 3 is a iste of human beings in éxistence upon cd 
is bestowed more religions cant, or in whose behalf greater affected zeal i is 
ere than in the case of those who, to satisfy the demands of justice, are 
required to mount the scaffold in expiation of their crimes. The enormity of 

the offence invariably provokes in society, besides a feeling of loathing, a 
desire to see such as rob their fellow-creatures of the dearest of blessings—life 
itself, receive the full extent of the penalty which the law can inflict, and with 
this we are not disposed to find any fault; but the exhibition of a false reli- 
gious zeal, and the nonsense, under the name of religion, which the condemned 
criminal is usually made to listen to and accept, under the ‘assurance that 
thereby he may secure to himself an immediate and glorious reward, we do not 
hesitate to say havea tendency to increase rather than to diminish the already 
overwhelming flood of crime. The presence of those men in the gaols and on 
the scaffold, professing as they do to be the repentant criminal’s guide to sal- 
vation, with their prayer books, ‘Bibles and other resources of their varied 
religious“ systems, is a mockery of true religion, and is calculated to lead 
the minds of others, equally ignorant, though perhaps less depraved, to 
indulge in the idea that the id d criminal is much better off (so far as 
the prospect of salvation is concerned) than the virtuous, moral and law- 
abiding portion of mankind. The murderer should be punished, for he is 
guilty of breaking one of the greatest commandments God ever gave to man— 
Thou shalt not kill”—as well as making himself amenable to the law which 
says, ‘‘ Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his blgod be shed.”
